The Committee oti Coi?RtltatioTial Amend¬
ments, through the Rev. I*r» Benedict, of
Geor^a, chairman pro <em.» reported re¬
solves against the ratification 01 l>oth tho
following proposed amendments to article
8 of the constitution :
Provided, that the General Convention

may by canon arrange and set forth a short¬
ened form of morning and evening prayer,
to be compiled wholly from the Book of
Common Prayer.
Provided, however, that the General Con¬

vention shall have power, from time to
time, to amend the lectionary ; but no act
for this purpose shall be valid which is not
voted for by a majority of the whole num¬
ber of bishops entitled to seats in the House
of Bishops, and by a majority of all the
dioceses entitled to representation in the
House of Deputies.
The Hon. J. W. Stevenson, of Kentucky,

presented a minority report. This report
goes on to say that in 1S71 the Convention
had the matter under discussion, and in

1874 the committee on the matter, reported
that a constitutional amendment was neces¬

sary in the premises. It then received the
decided approval of both clergy and laity.
In the House of Bishops the report was

adopted with a few alterations. The mi¬

nority assert that the necessity for the short¬
ened form is now becoming more and more

apparent. It has been in force in England
for some years, and found to be highly bene¬
ficial. The minority claim that the whole
scope of the proposed amendment is to pro¬
vide the adoption of a form of service suit¬
able alike to all, and having the sanctions.
This portion of the committee recommended
the following substitution :

Resolved, That the above amendment in
constitution in section 8 be adopted.
The minority report Is signed by George

F. Cumstock, E. F. Wilder, J. V. IJowe,
and J. W. Stevenson.
The Rev. Dr. Brcck, of Central Pennsyl¬

vania, said that in 1859 an etlort was made
to brinjr the above matter to the attention
of the House of Bishops. This had been
done, but no response was made. lie
thought the rights of the House of Deputies
had been infringed. "

The Rev. Dr. Leeds said that his objec¬
tion was that the minority report was en¬
deavoring to do indirectly that which they
would not. be willing to take direct action
upon, lie referred to the action of Parlia¬
ment of England allowing a new service,
and said he could arrange a series of pray¬
ers such as would alter the doctrine of tlie
Church. The divine made several illustra¬
tions of the danger which the Church was

laving herself open to, and proposed that
the amendments should be so amended so

that the shortened style of service be only
used in circumstances which are ?peculiarly
appropriate, such as missions, etc. He ob¬
jected to the minority report for the reason
that it was proposed to thrust this? service
u pot) those who wish tor tlie prp>cnt iwodc
of service. The speaker concluded by say-
in" that while he was in favor of a shorter
service, yet he did not wish to remove the
bulwark from around the Book of Common
Prayer, which has been handed down from
our ancestors as a most precious legacy.
The Kev. Dr. DcKoven, of Wisconsin,

said that the proposition was simplv look-
in" to legislation in reference to the matter,
and that when the subject comes up for di¬
rect discussion it will be time to present ar-

guments for and against said amendment.
The speaker read extracts from former
iourtials to support his idea that shortened
services were extremely necessary. He be¬
lieved that with a judicious selection of a

service of perhaps tifteen minutes the daily
exercises would be attended by a large pro¬
portion of our people. In certain portions
of our country the shortened form of ser¬
vice is almost universal. The speaker men¬
tioned such institutions as Trinity College,
Racine College, etc., under the direct su¬

pervision of the bishop of this Church.

L i f e-Insuraxce Policies.. Life-insur¬
ance companies have long been contesting
the question whether suicide vitiates a poli¬
cy when it can be proved that the person
who killed himself was insane. It would
be tedious to review the various stages of
this controversy. Suffice it that the com¬

panies have been complacent on several vic¬
tories in the courts since ingeniously in¬
serting in their policies, after the suicide
proviso, the phrase "sane or insane.'' The

i obvious intent of the phrase is to cover
all kinds of suicide, and a decision
of the Supreme Court reported to-day
gives the sanction of law to such an In¬
terpretation of the contract. The words of
the decision are well worthy of notice:
"If the assured be conscious of the physi¬
cal nature of the. act he is committing, and
intended by it to cause liis death, the policy
is voided, although at the time he was inca¬
pable of judging between right and. wrong,
and did not understand the moral conse¬

quences of what he was doing." There is
but oue sensible inference to be drawn by
the public from such decisions; that is, not
to take a policy in which the words " sane

or insane " are inserted..Ncu> York 2Vi-
bune.
